The board so characterized the 
charges in a statement handed to 
reporters as President Dave Beck 
and his fellow teamsters leaders 
entered a closed, “trial” before 
the five-member AFLCIO ethical 
practices committee. 
Beck, who is under indictment 
en income tax evasion charges, 
and James R. Hoffa, a teamsters 
vice president who is under indict­ 
ment for conspiracy to bribe a 
Senate Rackets Committee inves­ 
tigator, chatted and posed for pic­ 
tures with hands on each other’s 
shoulders outside the AFL-CIO 
headquarters. 
The 
AFL - CIO hearing could 
lead to ouster of the Teamsters 
Union from the federation. In that 
event, the AFL-CIO might seek to 
organize a new union of truck 
drivrrs. 
The teamsters board has served 
notice it will fight any attempt 
“to break up or interfere with our 
organization.” 
The board said it was not at­ 
tending the meeting to answer the 
charges but to get a detailed ex­ 
planation of them. It said the pro­ 
ceedings “smack of a medieval 
inouisition and witch-hunt.” 
The

practices 
group, 
headed by President Al J. Hayes 
of the Machinists’ Union, said the 
session was a fact-gathering head­ 
ing to ascertain the truth or falsi­ 
ty of the charges 
against the 
teamsters. 
“This

said, “ this is a trade union hear­ 
ing. Our procedures are flexible 
and informal. None of the mem­ 
bers of the committee are lawyers 
cr judges and formal or technical 
rules of evidence will not be em­ 
ployed to limit the presentation of 
the facts.”

AKRON, Ohio UPI— The state’s 
star witness in a burglary trial 
here last week today admitted 
firing shots which killed Eldon 
Shoup, 25, in a robbery in Alliance 
three months ago, Summit County 
Prosecutor John Ballard said to* 
day. 
The solution to the Feb. 7 slay­ 
ing of Shoup and the wounding of 
his father, Earl, 46, was provided 
by Paul Carpenter, 27, (rf Akron 
and Cleveland, Ballard said. 
Ballard said Carpenter called 
Chief Deputy Sheriff Gobell Wad­ 
dell to the jail cell where he is 
confined alone and announced: 
'Slate Will Be Clean’ 
“My .Jife. isn’t . worth a_plugged 
nickel. If I have to go to the chair 
for this, at least my slate will ba 
clean. They will kill me anyway 
when I get out of jail.” 
One attempt already has been 
made on Carpenter’s life. On the 
night of March 21 he was shot 
three times by two men who took 
him for a ride from Cleveland to a 
wooded section near North Madi­ 
son in Lake County. The men. 
whom Carpenter never has identi­ 
fied dumped him in a grave about 
three feet deep. They left him for 
dead. which he pretended to be, 
but when they had gone he got *o 
a service station and from there 
to a hospital where he recovered 
speedily.

WASHINGTON Ut)—Is organized

Labor is now discovering that no 
particular class of people has a 
monopoly on virtue, not even the 
workers. In the long run it un­ 
doubtedly will be good for its 
soul.” 
In Chattanooga, Sen. Kefauver 
(D-Tenn) 
told the

Building Trades Conference: 
“The fact that corruption is not 
a one way street, and that labor 
racketeering and corruption 
fre­

employers, is no excuse.” 
An editorial in the New York 
Times said: 
“Organized labor faces a hostile 
public opinion much like the anti­ 
business sentiment of 50 years 
ago.

members of Teamsters Local 604 
in St. Louis. 
The UA Wappointed a watchdog 
committee of prominent nonunion 
men and gave it authority to in­ 
vestigate. and review union ac­ 
tions. 
David Dubinsky, president of 
the International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union, set a 10-day period 
for officers to disclose whether 
any had accepted gifts from em­ 
ployers. One did. 
Had the Senate hearings affect­ 
ed union organizing efforts or rep­ 
resentational elections? 
“I have the impression that 
fewer elections are being sought 
right now,” a National Labor Re­ 
lations Board official said. 
In the South, unions lost some 
elections to be certified as worker 
representatives. Labor officers de­ 
nied, however, that these setbacks 
resulted from antilabor sentiment 
stirred by the Senate hearings. 
“The South has always been tough 
to organize,” they said. 
One union reportedly told its 
field men to “forget organizing for 
awhile.” 
Another union official said, by 
contrast, “in both Texas and the 
Southeast our people report big­ 
ger attendance at meetings of the 
locals, and more organizing going 
TD 
on. 
The central figure in all this is a 
dry, slow spoken, hard working Ar­ 
kansas lawyer, Sen. John J. Mc­ 
Clellan. He is chairman of the se­ 
lect committee investigating labor 
and management practices. 
“The magnitude of this picture 
hasn’t yet appeared,” he says. 
“A conservative estimate would 
be that we have at least IOO com­ 
plaints of major proportions that 
should be investigated.” 
He pointed to a stack of letters 
on his desk. The total is now over 
30,000. 
“Most 
are 
from 
union 
men,” he said, “ and they’re giving 
us still more information all the 
time.” 
As the Senate inquiry moved 
along,

Reuther said, “the overwhelming 
majority of the leadership of the 
American labor movement is com­ 
posed of decent, honest, dedicated 
people, but unfortunately, in cer­ 
tain unions the gangsters and 
crooks and racketeers have moved 
into position of power.”

Steel Users 
Cutting Down 
Inventories 


CLEVELAND UU - Noting that 
consumers are cutting down in­ 
ventories, “Steel” magazine Mon­ 
day reported that steel production 
last week dropped below 90 per 
cent of rated capacity for the first 
time in a non-strike, non-holiday 
weeksinc e September, 1955. 
The drop continued a trend that 
started early this year. 
Th e metalworking weekly said 
in the week ended May 5 mills 
operated at 88.5 per cent of capa­ 
city, 1.5 points below the level for 
the proceeding week. The yield at 
that rate would be 2.265,000 net 
tons, compared with 2,373,000 net 
tons for the corresponding week 
a year ago, when the rate was 
96.4 per cent of capacity. At pres 
ent, capacity is higher than it was 
last year. 
While the drop in production re­ 
flects reduced demand, “Steel 
said, it does not reflect the rate 
of consumption, since many con­ 
sumers are using up inventories. 
The magazine noted an increase 
for the first time this year in the 
price of steelmaking scrap. The 
publication said its price average 


rose $1.17 a gross ton to $43.67 in 
the week ended May I. 
“Steel's” base price composite 
on finished steel rose also, going 
up 53 cents to $140.24. The maga­ 
zine said the increase was caused 
by a 4.5 per cent increase in tin 
mill products April 30. 
Expectation of further price in­ 
creases at midyear, the magazine 
said, might slow the trend toward 
reducing inventories.

Sir Winsto n Churchill is pro mpt abo ut his 
mail. Recently , I wro te him a to tter suggesting 
he do o ne article a mo nth o n wo rld affairs fo r 
the No rth American Newspaper Alliance. 
Within ten day s, I had a gracio us reply . He 
ex plained he had to o busy a schedule at present 
to undertake any additio nal cho res, much as 
he wo uld like to pro duce such a series. 
The first time I saw this great Britisher was 
alo ng abo ut 19 3 3 when he came to the U.S.A. 
o n a lecture to ur. He was in the po litical 


do ldrums then. 
One Sunday night, he was go ing to call o n 
his friend, Bernard Baruch, when he was struck 
by an auto mo bile while cro ssing Fifth av e. 
He was nearly killed, and if that accident 
had been fatal, it might hav e changed the who le 
histo ry o f England and the Western wurid. 
At-my suggestio n, he wro te an article describ­ 
ing his sensatio ns. Ic was a humdinger. 
One afterno o n, wliile co nv alescing, he inv ited 
me o v er to v isit him at the Waldo rf. I ex pected 
to stay abo ut 15 minutes. We sat to gether 
fo r two ho urs and drank a sco tch and so da 
each ho ur, o n the ho ur. 
It pro v ed to be o ne o f the mo st interest­ 
ing calls I had ev er made. The great man was 
easy to talk to . He spo ke o f his pro fessio n as 
that o f an autho r. 


THE LAST TIME I met him after the war, 
he ex plained to me, he had had to interrupt his 
activ ities, meaning as a writer, to attend to 
o ther “ mo re impo rtant matters.*" Of co urse, 
he referred to his jo b as prime minister. 
There are repo rts Sir Winsto n swallo ws brandy 
and sco tch like water. 
The first time I saw him, we had two drinks. 
The last was at the Waldo rf abo ut fiv e in 
the afterno o n after the war. He o ffered me o ne, 
which I declined. He passed it up, to o . I am 
co nv inced he do esn’t deserv e his reputatio n. He 
co uldn’t co nsume much and acco mplish what 
he do es. 
“ Will y o u hav e a cigar? ” he asked, passing 
the bo x . 
“ No , thanks,” I said. 
It was a great temptatio n to accept o ne 
and stick it in my po cket as a so uv enir but 
Emily Po st say s do n’t take it unless y o u light 
it up. Then we talked business 
abo ut his 
memo irs and I hav en’t seen him since. 


MANY OF MY OLDER readers must re­ 
member Arthur Brisbane, the restless, dy namic 
edito r o f the Hearst papers. He ran a co lumn 
o n page o ne which was full o f info rmatio n and 
so me philo so phy . 
J o e Banno n was the circulatio n manager o f 
Tile New Yo rk Ev ening J o urnal and o alto d him­ 
self “ The Ro y al Blo o d o f Ireland.” He -was 
really a ro ughneck. 
Mr. Brisbane o ccupied a small o ffice in the 
o ld, rambling building o n William St. Branno n 
made a famo us remark which he may hav e 
later regretted. 
“ If y o u want to get in to see ’big brain’,” he 
said, “ y o u o nly hav e to thro w a nickel o v er 
the transo m.” 
Mr. Brisbane did no t hav e the reputatio n in 
jo urnalism o f being the mo st genero us man in 
the pro fessio n. 
J immy Mo ntague used to tell a sto ry abo ut 
him. He had wo rked fo r Hearst fo r sev eral 
y ears and wro te a sparkling daily feature called 
“ Mo re Truth Than Po etry .” Here it is: 
• ‘Yo u kno w A. B. o wned a lo t o f land near 
Lakewo o d, N. J . He had a co uple o f big fields 
full o f stumps he wanted cleared up. 
“ He selected o ne firm and suggested they 
try o ut their to o ls o n his Lakewo o d lo ts. The 
machine pulled o ut all the stumps.

Thousands Of Homeowners 


Yearly Build Roofs over Patios 


The dictionary defines a patio 
as “a house or building area op­ 
en to the sky.” A 
Presumably, then, if you put a 
roof on it, the patio becomes some­ 
thing else . . just what, we don’t 
know. But whatever it becomes, 
the transformation occurs thous­ 
ands of times over every year as 
more and more Americans move 
along with the trend toward in­ 
creased outdoor living. 
A patio roof is something you 
can build yourself. In some areas 
you may have to obtain a building 
permit to make even this small 
addition to your house, but this 
would have to be done even if a 
professional were hired. 


THERE ARE SEVERAL differ­ 
ent types of framework that can 
be constructed to support the roof, 
with even more variations in the 
kinds of materials that can be used 
as the covering. The framework 
we’re going to discuss now will 
support any kind of roof material. 
In addition, it will do for a car­ 
port or a storage area or even as

Question Box 


Q — I’ve heard quite a lot lately 
about using electricity to heat 
homes. It sounds clean and con­ 
venient, but doesn’t the cost of 
electric power make it prohibitive 
for heating? 
A — In areas where the elec* 
tricity rate is 
low, 
tests 
have 
shown that a house can be heated 
economically with electricity when 
thick mineral wool insulation is 
installed in walls, 
ceilings and 
floors. Manufacturers of electric- 
heating equipment recommend a 
6-inch thickness of insulation in 
ceilings, 4 inches 
walls and 2 
inches in crawl-space 
floors 
or 
around the edge of the concrete 
slab under a basementless house. 
The mineral wool keeps heat from 
escaping from a house, so that it 
isn’t necessary to burn so much 
fuel. Insulation has the same ef­ 
fect with other types of fuel, too. 
Q — Taking showers' in our bath­ 
tub has loosened all the caulking 
compound around it. What’s the 
best way to keep this from hap* 
pening again? 
A — When you re-caulk, let the 
compound 
dry 
thoroughly, 
then 
paint it with a good grade of en­ 
amel the same color as the wall or 
tile around the tub. The water­ 
proofing action of the enamel will 
make the caulking compound last 
longer. 
Q — We recently purchased an 
old, three-story house and plan to 
modernize it. How can we relieve 
its tall, awkward appearance? 
A — Tall houses can be made to 
look lower by making them longer 
with a porch, garage or addition 
on one side. If the house needs a 
new roof, asphalt shingles in one of 
the deep tones available will help, 
since dark colored roofs always 
make houses appear lower. In con­ 
junction with this, paint the upper 
half of the house in a darker color

the first step in the eventual con­ 
struction of an enclosed porch. 
So that we can be a little spe­ 
cific about dimensions, let’s as­ 
sume that the patio you wish to co­ 
ver is I feet long by 8 feet wide, 
a fairly average size, and that the 
floor is made of concrete or some 
other form of masonry. 
Three posts will be necessary to 
support the front end of the roof; 
that is, the part of the roof that 
will be farthest from the house. 
These posts should be 4x4s and 
should be placed in the ground 
just outside the paved part of the 
patio. The posts should be sunk in 
concrete, being sure that, at the 
very least, the part that is in the 
ground is soaked with a wood pre­ 
servative. You will be even wiser 
to coat every bit of wood that goes 
into the frame with a preservative, 
using the colorless type if you de­ 
sire to maintain the natural ap­ 
pearance of the wood. 


THE FRONT END OF the roof 
should be at least 7 feet from the 
patio floor. In buying the 4x4s, re­ 
member to allow for the distance 
the posts will go into the ground 
plus the thickness of the floor. The 
posts must be set into the ground 
at least 2 feet , . . and more in 
areas where there is much frost. 
Your lumber yard or building 
supply dealer can advise you about 
this. Let’s say the thickness of the 
masonry floor is 4 inches and you 
are going to set the posts into the 
ground to a depth o f 2Vz feet. 
That’s a total of 2 feet, IO inches 
which, added to 7 feet, makes a to­ 
tal of 9 feet, 10-inches. The 4x4s. 
therefore, must be at least that 
long. If you buy 10-footers, set 
them into the ground to a depth of 
2 feet, 8 inches instead of the ori­ 
ginally planned 2 feet, 6 inches. 
You will then not have to cut the 
posts, and you’ll still have a roof 
with a front end 7 feet from the 
paved floor. 


A LONG 2x4 . 
. 
. 
IN this case, 
12 feet long . . . must be attached 
horizontally to the house to support 
the back end of the roof. Since 
allowance must be made for a 
slope that will permit drainage, 
this attachment is made at a 
point on the house at least 8 feet 
from the ground. A 2x6 is run 
across the three vertical posts 
which are set into the ground — 
and more 2x6s are placed at right 
angles to it and the house, form­ 
ing the rafter section of the frame­ 
work. In measuring how lon£ these 
rafters should be, a couple of inch­ 
es should be allowed for an over­ 
hang. Some cross braces — small 
pieces of 2x4s — are used be­ 
tween 
the 
rafters 
for 
added 
strength. * 
This is the simplest kind of 
framework construction, yet it will 
be fully satisfactory no matter 
what kind of roof material is put 
over it. Two precautions must be 
observed. First, make a sketch of 
what the completed framework will 
look like, ignoring its artistic me­ 
rit as long as you can understand 
it. This will enable you to see 
ahead of time whether, and where, 
any notches have to be cut in the 
lumber for secure joints. And sec­ 
ondly, use the strongest fasten­ 
ers that will do the job . . . not 
the kind that are easiest to use.

bank fu nds last y ear in a report 
of h earings made pu blic today . 
Th e general reply of Agricu l­ 
tu re 
Department 
officials 
was 
th at th e soil bank law was passed 
late in th e season last y ear and 
ru sh ed into effect with th e resu lt 
th at some u nu su al pay ments u n­ 
dou btedly 
were m a d e . Th ey 
termed th is a “1956 pecu liarity ’' 
th at th ey 
said 
“won’t 
h appen 
again.’* 
Th e 
su bcommittee’s 
inv estiga­ 
tors also reported, according to 
th e h earing testimony , th at in oth ­ 
er instances, farmers were paid 
for not planting corn on land on 
wh ich th ey were legally forbidden 
to plant corn. 
And in some cases, inv estiga­ 
tors say , farmers were paid for 
taking land ou t of one ty pe ol 
wh eat and th en in tu rn were paid 
a premiu m for planting it in an 
oth er ty pe of wh eat. 
Th ese reports were th e su bject, 
of sh arp criticism from commit- j 
tee members considering Depart­ 
ment of Agricu ltu re requ ests for 
a billion dollars to pay farmers 
du ring th e 1958 fiscal y ear to 
place part of th eir su rplu s pro­ 
du cing cropland in th e soil bank. 
Su bcommittee Ch airman Wh it­ 
ten (D-Mass.) told Asst. Secretary 
of Agricu ltu re Marv in L. McLain 
th at findings of staff inv estigators 
on h andling of soil bank fu nds 
“su rprise me.” 
Wh itten said it appeared th at 
soil bank pay ments were “dish ed! 
ou t” ju st before th e 1956 falf elec­ 
tions to offset dropping farm in- 
come in th e Midwest farm belt. 
Th e bu lk of soil bank fu nds in 
1956, or approx imately 169 million 
dollars, went to Midwestern corn 
belt farmers. 
McClain told th e su bcommittee 
th at 
t h e 
soil 
bank 
law 
was 
“du mped in ou r lap” late in 1956, 
and “we h av e to administer th e 
law th e way His laid in ou r lap.’ 
McLain said it was generally 
agreed “th at we did not accom­ 
plish mu ch in 1956 (in redu cing 
produ ction) 
simply becau se th e 
crops were all planted and th e 
only crops we got were th ose th ai 
did not amou nt to any th ing.” 
Wh itten asked abou t th e dou ble 
pay ments—for crop failu re and 
soil bank participation inv olv ing 
th e same land—as reported b> 
inv estigators. 
Howard J. Doggett, director of 
th e Soil Bank Div ision of th e 
Commodity Stabilization Serv ice, 
ex plained th at “by and large’ 
crop insu rance was paid in th ese 
cases on “destroy ed crops,” and 
said: 


“ We didn’t see h ow we cou ld 
abrogate a contract th at h ad al­ 
ready been entered into between 
crop insu rance and th p farm ers.” 
Wh itten said an analy sis of th e 
inv estigativ e 
report 
sh ows th at 
mu ch of th e 169 million dollars of 
soil bank pay ments in th e corn 
belt “was made on land th at was 
not ev en planted to corn” 
and 
th at u nder th e acreage allotment 
section of th e soil bank law cou ld 
not be planted to corn. 
McLain said th e department fol­ 
lowed th e law, bu t “some of th ese 
th ings were bou nd to h appen.”
